elector to get to his polling place today 
and mark a ballot for the candidate of his 
choice.

In 
plain terms it means that no person who is 
entitled to vote has any right to neglect 
to vote, if he is able to vote. No one has 
any right to shirk a duty | 

To vote or not to vote morally | 
a matter of personal choice. It is true there 
is no legal penalty for not voting in Can- 
ada. But there are such penalties in some 
countries, And, whether it is wise or not, 
no one can question the justice of punish- 
ing the non-voter at least by depriving him 
of his right to vote at a following election 
or more than-one. In Canada the non- ewer 
merely makes use of a privilege—which 
could without injustice be taken away by 
law. 

To voluntarily refrain from voting is 
also to waive one’s right to complain if he 
doesn’t get the kind of government he 
wants in the four or five years following 
the election.

The United States is to suspend meat 
shipments for three months on lend-lease 
and foreign relief accounts.

All military governments have 
been ordered to oust local landra- 
eite and find substitutes, but direc. 
tives are to keep subofficials unless 
there are specific charges against 
them. Even police commissioners 
appointed under the Nazis are kept, 
And how does a military governor 
find a substitute for a landrat? He 
calls in fifty local notables and asks 
them to pick someone. Now the not- 
ables are either Nagis or collabor- 
ators and if they do not pick Nazis 
they certainly pick someone who 
will consider their interests which 
is an odd way to introduce democ- 
racy. 

The reason given for the suppres- 
sion of all political activity is the 
fear that the communists will get 
busy. Whoever thought that up has 
no conception of the political move- 
ments of the Nazis, They are a tre- 
mendous organization, trained in 
secret conspiratorial methods and 
the communists also know how to 
organize under suppression. Priests 
who are close to the people have 
told me the Nazis are continually 
holding secret meetings. They wi'l 
doubtless emerge eventually, not 
under the name of Nazi, but under 
some other title and banner. It is 
precisely democratic movements 
that cannot exist without free air 
and if policy continues only in 
politics, Germany will be conspir- 
atorial 

Although correspondents are cr

Laval Looking for a Fluke

Pierre Laval, the butcher's boy of 
Chateldun, who found more joy and 
profit in carving up states than 
choice chops and prime roasts, 
now fighting deportation from 
Spain to France to face trial for 
treason. The man who gave the 
green light to Mussolini to slaugh- 
ter helpless Ethiopians, who sold 
France to Hitler, is asking for trial 
in United States. He has become a 
thorn in the side of his brother Fas- 
cist, General Franco of Spain 
Franco has troubles of his own 

If he is sent back to France, as 
most likely he will be, it will be the 
second trial for Laval. Last autumn 
he was tried in absentia and con- 
demned to death. His luxurious 
chateau and estate were sold at 
auction, But he would be given a 
chance to defend himself in a new 
trial 

Why does Laval wish to be tried 
in United States instead of in the 
France he served as Premier, and 
as Vichy aide to Marshal Petain’ 
The answer is obvious. As a trained 
lawyer, Laval is probably aware of

the myriad possibilities for delay 
under the American criminal sys- 
tem, with its provision for limitless 
appeals on technicalities, He might 
hope to stall along until public feel- 
ing subsides, And he is not without 
influential friends

Laval's own plea is that in the 
present feeling in France against 
the Vichy regime he can not get a 
fair trial at home. To the argument 
that only a French court is compe- 
tent to deal with treason against the 
French Republic, he argues with 
forensic skill that if he behaved as 
a traitor, then the allies of France 
suffered equally with France there- 
by 

Therefore, he says, the Allies are 
equally entitled to pass judgment 
on him. Evidently Laval put his 
thinking cap on during days and 
nights he has spent in the fortress 
of Montjuich, outside Barcelona. He 


is said to have backed up his re 
quest with a persona) appeal for 
help to his friend, Foreign Minister 
Lequerica of Spain 

To his ingenious plea, the U.S 


Government appears to have turned 


a deaf ear, holding that Laval must 
account for his conduct to a French 
tribunal. This will shock Laval, who 
was wont to boast that his manage- 
ment of French affairs was well and 
sympathetically understood in ex- 
alted American circles 

* * * 

The reaction of the U.S. Govern- 
men went further. Feeling that Lav- 
al’s position as father-in-law of 
Rene de Chambrun, nephew of the 
late Nicholas Longworth, whose 
wife was daughter of former Presi- 
dent Theodore Roosevelt, might 
be open to some misconstruction, 
Washington let it be known in Paris 
that America has no interest in 
Rene de Chambrun, and would 
make no objection to criminal pro- 
ceedings against him

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In Dark Days of 1942 


Desperate Plan by French Patriots 
To Seize Vichy Fleet Is Disclosed 


By GEORGE TUCKER 


PARIS, June 11.—(AP)—A 
desperate plan by French pat- 
riots to seize the Vichy-French 
fleet at Alexandria, shoot the 
officers and make off with the 
battleship Lorraine and eight 
other warships was plotted in 
the middle east during the 
dark days of 1942. ‘ 


The plan was scotched by 
British naval officers after need 
for it was cancelled by a “no 
shooting” agreement between 
French and British officers. 

There was no evidence that Gen 


de Gaulle personally was behind 


the plan, but it was very real 
worked out in minute detail 


The plan originally was set for 
late 1942 and later changed to the 


spring of 1943 
KNEW ABOUT PLAN 


I made three trips to Alexandria 
on tips that the trap was about to 
be sprung. French naval officers 
later told me they knew about the

WHICH LTCH IN SPRINGTIME? 

Some personal apparel which 
may carry the itch mites and re- 
infest the patient or others, calls 
for special care. Gloves, shoe lin- 
ings and sweat bands or linings of 
men’s hats and most cape or hear 
gear worn by children must not be 
overlooked as a likely harbor for 
the itch mites. These things and 
other things that cannot be boiled 
may be sterilized by soaking with 
standard Formaldehyde Solution 
diluted one part with three parts 
of water, and then hanging out in 
the sun to dry for twenty-four hours 
before wearing 

Sulfur itself is somewhat irritat- 
ing to some skins and may produce 
some dermatitis for a few days. So 
it is well to wait two or three days 
after the sulfur treatment before 
repeating it. Im some cases of 
scabies a second and even a third 
treatment will be necessary to ef- 
fect complete cure. If you are in 
doubt whether the skin irritation 
that remains after the sulfur treat- 
ment is sulfur dermatitis or per- 
sistent scabies, better wait another 
day or two and see whether it will 
not subside 

Finally, the itch is an external 
condition, and it is as sensible to

would be to whitewash the cellar 
for a leak in the roof. 


of scabies is difficult even for the 
doctor, In private practice mpst 
persons who have it assume it is 
almost anything else than scabies. 
The characteristic sign of the dis- 
euse is the burrow or little tunnel 
in the epidermis where the female 
works her way along, depositing 
her eggs in the tunnel behind her. 
This burrow or cuniculum may be 
whitish, but later black, and is vis- 
ible as a line less than ‘%« inch long, 
particularly in the webs of the 
fingers, the flexures of the wrists 
in the armpits, etc. The diagnostic 
significance of the burrow is of 
greatest value in the early stage 
before appearances have been 
changed by treatment, and before 
much secondary infection or pustu- 
lation produced by scratching
